I gained a lot from read- 
ing one of John Maxwell’s 
books, Everyone Communi- 
cates, Few Connect. 

This is so true and so im- 
portant for us to under- 
stand. 

Business is about rela- 
tionships. It is imperative 
that we connect, truly con- 
nect, with people—both our 
external and internal 
clients, that is, our team 
members. We must slow 
down, take the time to con- 
nect with our team mem- 
bers and other co-workers.

The most talked about 
issue for our residents 
seems to be the need for 
more affordable housing, as 
we need far more workers 
in our shops. This surely is 
a problem. As the summer 
approaches, nearly every 
shop window will havea 
“Help Wanted” sign in its 
window. Many of the stores, 
restaurants and coffee 
shops cannot stay open 
seven days a week as they 
do not have enough help 
and their people do need a 
day off. 

This said, even more im- 
portant for Mark is to do his 
best to assure that our es- 
sential needs as a commu- 
nity work....... and when 
there is a problem, it is 
fixed.....examples being 
water, electricity and other 
power sources, roads, sewer 
systems and additional sim- 
ilar needs. Most of these 
are invisible to us. We look 
at our East Park overlook- 
ing Round Lake thinking 
how beautiful it is and that 
we are blessed to be here. 
What we do not see is all the 
underground infrastruc- 
ture that enables us to live 
and have a business here. 

We cannot take our city 
workers for granted. They 
are not in the limelight. Yet, 
what they do is vitally im- 
portant. For example, if a 
powerline is broken ina 
storm, our linemen are 
called upon to fix it, what-

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Electric vehicle charging stations at state parks 


Thirty stations at select State Parks 
to be available this summer 


Lake Michigan’s scenic 
coastline and other areas 
throughout northern 
Lower Michigan will be- 
come more accessible for 
electric vehicle users this 
summer with the installa- 
tion of electric vehicle 
charging stations at select 
Michigan state parks. 

Starting from Warren 
Dunes State Park in the 
southwest corner of the 
Lower Peninsula, north 
toward beautiful state 
park destinations at Hol- 
land and Grand Haven, 
Ludington, Orchard 
Beach, Leelanau and 
Petoskey on the Lake 
Michigan shoreline and 
additional points inland, 
an estimated total of 30 
charging stations are 
scheduled to be installed 
beginning in June and 
continuing throughout 
the summer. 

“This ability to link 
some of our state parks 
with electric vehicle trav- 
elers will provide a win- 
win situation for both 
parties,” said Ron Olson, 
chief of the Michigan De- 
partment of Natural Re- 
sources’ Parks and 
Recreation Division. “The 
enhancement will no 
doubt increase the num- 
ber of visitors at these 
parks, while providing 
convenience and signifi- 
cantly increasing the 
range for EV motorists.” 

The rollout of the ac- 
cessible stations across 
the state is being done in 
phases. State parks in the 
Upper Peninsula are 
scheduled to be part of 
the second phase, ideally 
to take place next year. 

The installation will be 
the latest EV develop- 
ment after Gov. Gretchen 
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Whitmer’s administra- 
tion announced in 2021 
the development of a 
Lake Michigan EV cir- 
cuit, amid ongoing efforts 
to employ green technolo- 
gies throughout the state, 
including solar-powered 
amenities, carbon seques- 
tration and numerous ef- 
ficiencies. 

“The DNR continues to 
look at innovative ways to 
sustainably manage our 
public lands and facili- 
ties,” said Scott Whit- 
comb, the DNR’s director 
of the Office of Public 
Lands. “Whether it’s cul- 
tivating public/private 
partnerships to deploy 
EV charging at state 
parks or installing solar 
panels on our offices, the 
DNR is committed to 
being part of the solution 
that leads to a cleaner en- 
vironment.” 

Installing the EV charg- 
ing stations will also re- 
visit a historic 
collaboration between 
Michigan’s state parks 
and the automobile in- 
dustry. 

Beginning in the 1920s, 
cars became an increas- 
ingly popular form of 
transportation. This was 
especially important for 
park development as peo- 
ple began to travel in 
their cars to state parks. 

After World War II, 
when car ownership in- 
creased further, the inter- 
state highway system 
brought people, cars and

Existing features. 
When you buy an existing 


home, you typically don't 
have to worry about buy- 
ing the extras, such as 
blinds for the window, a se- 
curity system, or a land- 
scaped back yard. 

Land. In most metro 
centers, new homes may 
have less land than newer 
properties. Why? Because 
of changes in land-use pat- 
terns. 

Location. Existing 
homes are often found in 
older, more convenient 
metro core areas rather 
than outlying suburbs. 

The opportunity to re- 
model. In some cases buy- 
ers may prefer an older 
home in a particular loca- 
tion which can be modern- 
ized or expanded. In effect, 
use the existing home as a 
base to build a unique 
property. 

Price. In general 
terms, existing homes tend 
to be less expensive than 
new properties. As well, 
existing homes are likely to 
come complete with items 
which may represent new 
home extras—blinds, land- 
scaping, built-ins, etc. 

Track record. When

parks closer to each other 
than ever before. The im- 
pact of this accessible 
road network to parks 
was significant. 

The changes were evi- 
dent in state road maps. 
In 1919, the state Legisla- 
ture authorized the high- 
way department to 
publish and sell a tourist 
map. By 1922, that map in- 
cluded state parks. In 
1923, the map also con- 
tained information on 
recreational sites, camp 
sites and ferry schedules. 

The popularity of cars 
and parks grew coopera- 
tively. In 1922, Michigan’s 
state parks saw a total of 
nearly a quarter-million 
visitors, but by 1930, a 40- 
fold increase had taken 
place with over 8 million 
people visiting state 
parks that year. 

Michigan was also one 
of the first states to intro- 
duce roadside parks and 
recreational areas. Elec- 
tric vehicle charging sta- 
tions at state parks will 
help head both partners 
toward a promising fu- 
ture. 

“As the transition to an 
electrified mobility future 
continues to accelerate, 
innovative initiatives like 
these are vital to ensur- 
ing EVs can be more eas- 
ily incorporated into our 
everyday lives, regardless 
of where you are in the 
state,” said Trevor Pawl, 
chief mobility officer with 
Michigan’s Office of Fu- 


ture Mobility and Electri- 
fication. “By identifying 
creative partnerships and 
opportunities, we are 
making significant 
progress in creating a 
safer, more equitable and 
environmentally con- 
scious transportation fu- 
ture for all 
Michiganders.” 

The tentative list of in- 
stallations includes two 
EV charging stations at 
Warren Dunes (Berrien 
County), P.J. Hoffmaster 
(Muskegon County), 
Charles Mears (Oceana 
County), Ludington 
(Mason County), Orchard 
Beach (Manistee County), 
Leelanau (Leelanau 
County), Young 
(Charlevoix County), 
Petoskey (Emmet 
County), Wilderness 
(Emmet County) and In- 
terlochen (Grand Tra- 


verse County) state parks, 


four stations each at Hol- 
land and Grand Haven 
state parks, both in Ot- 
tawa County, and two sta- 
tions at the Oden State 
Fish Hatchery in Emmet 
County. 

As Michigan continues 
to welcome travelers to 
the state, increased ac- 
cess to EV charging sta- 
tions is one way to 
continue to bring new 
leisure travelers to the 
state. 


With tourism one of the 


industries hit hardest by 
the impacts of COVID-19, 
the Lake Michigan EV 


circuit builds on the con- 
tinued success of the 
state’s Pure Michigan 
campaign to help the in- 
dustry recover by offering

VETERAN 


OF THE MONTH 


The Veteran of the 
month of June 2022 is 
Francis “Frank” Joseph 
Whitman. 


Frank was born August 
14, 1918 in Cook County, 
Chicago Illinois to parents 
Jacob Peter and Gertrude 
Gangolf Whitman. After 
the death of his father, 
Frank’s mother remarried 
and moved to Boyne Falls 
Michigan where Frank 
grew up. He attended 
Boyne Falls schools gradu- 
ating High School in the 
class of 1987. He was an ex- 
cellent basketball player, 
and also recognized as a 
Michigan Golden Gloves 
boxing champion. He was 
selected as first alternate to 
Annapolis Point Military 
academy. 

Following graduation, he 
was employed for a short 
time with the CCC, 

Civilian Conservation 
Corp, then found employ- 
ment at a Detroit Block 
Factory where he saved 
enough money to build and 
open a Boyne City restau- 
rant, The Rainbow Gar- 
dens. On September 18, 
1941, Frank was inducted 
into the United States 
Army in Kalamazoo Michi- 
gan. After completion of 
basic and advanced train- 
ing as a High-Speed Radio 
Operator, he was awarded 
Sharpshooter with the 1903 
rifle, and Expert with the 
M1 rifle. Frank was then 
assigned to the 8rd Infantry 
Division and left the U.S. on 
October 24, 1942 arriving in 
North Africa on November 
8, 1942. Shortly after his ar- 
rival, he along with 1000 
other troops were reas- 
signed to the 1st Infantry

Division, known as the “Big 
Red One”. After the inva- 
sion of Sicily, the 1st Divi- 
sion would go to England to 
train for the upcoming D- 
Day invasion. He would be 
assigned to D Company, 1st 
Battalion. 16th RCT (Regi- 
mental Combat Team) and 
would go ashore in the 3rd 
wave at Easy Red beach. 
His unit would see combat 
in Northern France, Battle 
of the Bulge, Central Eu- 
rope, Ardennes, Algeria- 
French Morocco, 

Tunisia, and at the end of 
the war would find them- 
selves at the Czechoslova- 
kian border. 

After 2 years, 9 months, 
18 days of overseas service, 
on August 10, 1945, Frank 
would board an aircraft 
and fly back to the US., ar- 
riving August 11, 1945. On 
August 25, 1945, at In- 
diantown Gap Military 
Reservation, Pennsylvania, 
he would be given an Hon- 
orable Discharge and re- 
ceive the following awards: 
Combat Infantrymen 
Badge; Bronze Star Medal; 
Good Conduct Medal; Dis- 
tinguished Unit Badge; 
American Defense Service

Returning home to 
Boyne Falls, Frank would 
marry his High School 
sweetheart, Margaret 
Zelinski on October 17, 
1945, at the St. Augustine 
church in Boyne Falls. To- 
gether they moved to 
L’Anse Michigan where 
Frank managed the Whirl- 
I-Gig Dance Hall, eventu- 
ally becoming owner. He 
also learned the trade of 
bricklaying, and founded 
Whitman & Sons Construc- 
tion Company in 1947, 
which to his credit many 
commercial buildings that 
exist today in L’Anse are 
known to him. As a stone- 
mason, he built numerous 
monuments in the Village 
of L’Anse, one of which is 
the sandstone welcome 
sign as you enter the vil- 
lage. At 90 years old, Frank 
constructed the World War 
II Veterans Memorial in the 
downtown waterfront park. 

Frank was an avid and 
accomplished hunter, ex- 
pert fly fisherman, and 
trapper. He had an excel- 
lent sense of humor and 
enjoyed telling stories. He 
particularly enjoyed lively 
discussions about politics. 
He served numerous terms 
on the Village council; Vil- 
lage Building inspector; 
member of the Ottawa 
Sportsmen’s Club, Brick- 
layers and Allied Craft- 
workers Union; and the 
Upper Peninsula Trappers 
Association. Frank was the 
proud father of eight chil- 
dren. On November 27, 
2009, in L’'Anse Michigan 
Francis Joseph “Frank” 
Whitman answered the 
final call and is being hon- 
ored by his family and 
friends.

State Rep. Ken Borton 
today repeated his praise 
for the many first respon- 
ders who saved lives in the 
lead-up to and aftermath of 
the tornado that hit Otsego 
County last week. 

A devastating EF8 tor- 
nado touched down in Bor- 
ton’s hometown of Gaylord 
last Friday, tragically tak- 
ing two lives, inflicting 
dozens of injuries, and 
wreaking damage and de- 
struction on homes and 
businesses in the commu- 
nity. 

“Our community is 
mourning Gaylord neigh- 
bors who sadly passed 
away, and praying for those 
in recovery,” Borton said. 
“We know the heroic ac- 
tions of police, firefighters, 
and emergency medical 
personnel prevented addi- 
tional casualties. Amid tor- 
nado-caused chaos, first 
responders saved lives — 
treating wounds and get- 


ting people to safety and 
shelter.” 

Borton said he was 
pleased that Otsego County 
was recently approved for a 
grant to bolster recruit- 
ment and training for first 
responders. 

“In Gaylord, we have 
seen our courageous first 
responders in action,” Bor- 
ton said. “It is so important 
to have full crews of first 
responders, ready to get to 
work in natural disasters 
and other emergencies. The 
grant Otsego County re- 
cently received will help 
support, recruit, and train 
first responders in our 
community.”

Seasonal tick 
awareness notice 


Be watchful and take 
precautions during 
and after outdoor ac- 
tivities 

As more people head out- 
doors, the risk of incidental 
human-tick interactions in- 
creases. In the summer, not 
only adult ticks, but tick 
larvae and nymphs are 
most active. Tick larvae and 
nymphs are difficult to spot 
because they are smaller 
than a sesame seed. More 
tick encounters may lead to 
tick-borne diseases such as 
Lyme Disease, Anaplasmo- 
sis, Ehrlichiosis, and 
Babesiosis. 

“Northwest Michigan is a 
recreational wonderland. 
As our outdoor activities in- 
crease, so should our 
awareness of the possibility 
of ticks making their way 
onto ourselves and our 
pets,” said Dan Thorell, 
Health Department of 
Northwest Michigan In- 
terim Health Officer. “The 
following measures are 
practical steps to remaining 
safe. It’s important to note 
that ticks must be attached 
for 36 to 48 hours to trans- 
mit Lyme disease.” 

Take these steps to pro- 
tect yourself against ticks 
and the diseases they may 
carry: 

¢ Use repellent that con- 
tains 20% or more DEBT, pi- 
caridin, or IR38535 on 
exposed skin for protection 


that lasts several hours. 

¢ Wear clothing treated 
with permethrin. 

¢ Look for ticks on your 
body, including on your 
scalp and behind your ears. 
If you find one, immediately 
remove it using tweezers to 
grasp the tick as close to the 
skin’s surface as possible 
and pull up. 

¢ Put your clothes in 
the dryer on high heat for 
60 minutes to kill any re- 
maining ticks. 

* Take a shower as 
soon as you can after com- 
ing indoors.
